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Concerning  the  Capital  Campaign 


As  we  move  into  Phase  II  of  our  Capital  Campaign,  A  Program 
for  76,  I  wanted  to  take  this  opportunity  to  share  with  you  some  of 
my  thoughts  on  the  first  seven  months  of  the  program. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  gifts  from  the  Trustees 
Division,  the  Leadership  Gifts  Division,  the  Regional  Division  and 
our  student  campaign  stand  near  the  half  million  dollar  mark.  I  feel 
that  this  is  a  good  beginning  and  points  to  a  successful  conclusion 
during  the  next  three  and  one  half  years. 

Although  Lasell  is  relatively  new  to  the  experience  of  conducting 
a  major  fund  raising  effort,  the  fact  that  the  total  gifts  to  date  have 
come  from  only  260  donors  (plus  132  students)  reflects  a  genuine 
interest  in  the  College  on  the  part  of  individuals  we  have  solicited. 
We  have  every  expectation  that  we  will  enjoy  a  similarly  strong 
response  from  alumnae,  parents  and  friends  as  we  move  from 
region  to  region  during  the  coming  months  of  the  Campaign. 

Lasell  has  10,430  alumnae  and  a  list  of  parents  and  friends  which 
comprises  an  additional  2,500  individuals.  If  we  can  visit  on  a 
face-to-face  basis  most  of  this  group,  I  am  sure  we  will  achieve 
success  in  the  Program  for  '76. 

As  has  been  reported  in  News  From  Lasell  alumnae  gifts  to  the 
Annual  Fund  for  1972-73  attained  a  new  high.  The  number  of 
alumnae  participating  in  the  Annual  Fund  reached  an  all-time 
record  and  this  fact  was  published  by  the  Council  for  Financial  Aid 
to  Education  in  their  annual  report.  It  was  also  noted  in  the  CFAE 
report  that  Lasell  ranks  among  the  top  ten  private  junior  colleges 
in  the  nation  in  total  alumnae  donors,  alumnae  gifts  tt>  the  Annual 
Fund  and  total  alumnae  gifts  for  the  year.  I  feel  that  this  show  of 
support  for  the  College,  on  the  part  of  its  alumnae,  augurs  well  for 
the  Capital  Campaign. 

I  have  felt  from  the  beginning  that  Lasell  alumnae  are  dedicated 
to  the  College  and  will  respond,  when  asked  to  do  so,  for  a  cause 
of  this  magnitude  and  importance,  on  behalf  of  their  Alma  Mater. 
The  services  offered  on  the  part  of  the  Campaign  Cabinet  have 
been  an  incentive  for  all  of  us  to  renew  our  efforts  towards 
reaching  the  target  of  $3  million  in  1976,  the  year  Lasell  celebrates 
her  125th  anniversary.

Subject:  Class  Banner 

We  are  delighted  to  tell  you  that  the 
original  1952  Class  Banner  has  been 
returned;  now  "rests"  in  the  confines  of 
The  Alumnae  Office.  The  following  story 
accompanied  the  package,  sent  by  a 
relative  of  a  member  of  the  College  staff 
— best  both  remain  nameless!!! 

"After  the  final  graduation  ceremonies 
at  The  Crow's  Nest,  the  banner  was  re- 
moved. I  was  a  student  at  the  University 
of  Maine  at  the  time  and  my  older 
brother,  a  student  at  West  Point  Military 
Academy,  had  the  pleasure  of  attending 
the  1952  Commencement  activities.  We 
lived  on  Commonwealth  Avenue,  not  too 
far  from  the  College. 

"At  the  end  of  the  ceremonies,  while 
the  girls  were  tearfully  saying  goodbyes, 
we  very  gently  and  gingerly  lifted  the 
banner  from  the  area  where  it  was  dis- 
played, put  it  in  our  car;  later  in  the  day 
it  was  on  display  in  our  home  for  some 
of  the  Girl  Graduates,  who  were  our 
guests  at  an  afternoon  social  hour.  We 
then  tucked  the  banner  away  in  a  drawer 
and  forgot  about  it  until  September, 
when  it  was  time  to  return  to  our 
schools.  My  brother  took  the  banner 
with  him  to  West  Point  and  it  hung  in 
the  'Arms  Room'  for  a  period  of  a  year; 
it  was  then  mailed  to  me  in  Germany 
where  I  was  with  the  Army.  After  a 
seven-month's  display  in  my  room  there, 
I  sent  the  banner  along  to  my  younger 
brother,  a  2nd  Lt.  in  Korea;  he  had  it 
on  display  for  another  year. 


"After  our  college  and  military  days, 
we  shipped  the  banner  around  the  coun- 
try— to  our  bachelor  digs  in  Little  Rock, 
The  Air  Force  Academy  at  Colorado 
Springs  and  on  to  Los  Angeles.  I  had 
the  banner  after  I  was  married;  dis- 
played it  on  the  inside  of  my  garage 
door  until  we  moved  to  Granada  Hills. 

"I  hope  this  accounting  makes  amends 
to  some  of  the  girls  who  had  been  de- 
prived of  their  banner." 

1953 

Dot  Day  Bardarson  '53  briefs  us  on 
her  reason  for  writing  the  article  "Kelp 
Queens,"  published  in  Alaska  Magazine, 
September  1972  issue:  "The  liberated 
housewife  finds  herself  in  some  fascin- 
ating situations  these  days,  particularly 
in  the  already-liberated  State  of  Alaska. 
I  was  one  of  five  such  ladies  who  found 
themselves  aboard  a  fish  packer  headed 
for  Prince  William  Sound  where  we 
would  'pack  kelp.'  We  were  promised 
long  hours  of  overtime  and  two  weeks 
of  freedom  from  families,  cooking  and 
dishes.  The  two  weeks  turned  into  more, 
and  so  did  the  overtime,  but  the  part 
about  the  kelp  and  free  fattening  meals 
was  true.  Although  people  in  the  East 
will  probably  not  believe  it,  this  is  a 
way  of  life  for  us  in  'The  Last  Frontier.'  " 

KELP  QUEENS 

"Dot,  how  would  you  like  to  be  fore- 
man of  a  group  of  women  kelp  packers" 
asked  my  husband.  He  runs  a  cannery 
in  Seward,  and  I  should  be  used  to  such 
offers,  so  I  hesitated  only  slightly  and 
said,  "Great!" 

I  had  heard  of  picking  kelp  with  grap- 
pling hooks  from  small  fishing  boats, 
usually  a  profitable  venture.  Our  job  as 
pioneer  Alaskan  women  kelp  packers 
would  bring  in  less  money,  but  we  would 
be  living  on  a  large  fish  tender  with  dry 
quarters,  good  hot  food  and  warm  bunks. 
It  seemed  more  alluring  than  tossing 
about  in  drizzling  rain  in  a  skiff.  I  called 
some  of  my  closest  friends  and  made 
a  proposal: 

"Come  with  me  to  beautiful  Prince 
William  Sound  for  a  paid  vacation  in 
the  sunshine  aboard  a  large  yacht,  and 
make  lots  of  money  for  easy  work!" 

It  wasn't  hard  to  convince  my  gullible 
friends  and  we  sailed  on  Seward  Fish- 
eries' Viking  Queen  one  Saturday  in 
early  May.  Other  friends,  husbands,  and 
our  many  children  had  gathered  on  the 
dock  to  wave  us  off.  The  weather  co- 
operated, and  we  didn't  need  the  Dra- 
mamine  we  had  thought  to  bring.  It  was 
a  lark  to  play  cards  in  the  galley,  to  be 
waited  on  hand  and  foot  by  the  cook, 
explore   the   ship,   peer  into  the   radar,

and  talk  to  the  skipper.  Calesthenics  on 
deck  were  enjoyed  by  the  wheel  watch 
so  we  turned  it  into  a  chorus  line.  Ar- 
ranging sleeping  places  for  five  of  us  in 
a  small  four-bunk  stateroom  required 
some  ingenuity. 

The  girls  really  believed  my  sugar- 
coated  vacation  with  pay  story  when 
they  saw  the  little  bay  which  was  our 
destination.  It  resembled  a  resort  or 
regatta  site  more  than  a  fishing  endea- 
vor. Numerous  little  fishing  boats  were 
tied  together  in  the  warm  Spring  sun- 
shine. People  were  sunning  themselves, 
laughing  and  drinking  beer.  There  was 
a  feeling  of  carnival  in  the  air. 

As  we  pulled  alongside  the  Salmo 
Point,  which  would  be  our  new  home 
for  two  weeks,  crew  members  craned 
their  necks  for  a  view  of  "the  girls." 
We  pushed  Ann  out  first  because  she 
is  only  25.  By  the  time  we  got  to  the 
Grandmother  in  the  group,  the  gawking 
crew  had  virtually  disappeared. 

We  transferred  our  voluminous  lug- 
gage, which  included  my  guitar,  and 
were  introduced  to  our  new  quarters  top- 
side. This  spacious  modern  stateroom 
was  a  real  surprise,  and  again  we  con- 
gratulated ourselves  on  being  so  clever 
as  to  find  ourselves  in  this  resort  bay 
somewhere  in  central  Alaska.  The  skip- 
per of  the  Salmo  Point  had  married  re- 
cently and  provided  his  bride  with  a 
plush  penthouse,  making  the  boat  ap- 
pear a  bit  top-heavy,  but  more  than  ade- 
quately satisfying  the  needs  of  a  new 
married  couple.  Our  borrowed  quarters 
included  a  red  shag  carpet,  two  double 
beds,  and  an  extra  mattress  on  the  floor. 

There  was  an  aura  of  expectancy  as 
the  flotilla  of  small  craft  awaited  the 
beginning  of  the  roe-on-kelp  season  in 
Prince  William  Sound. 

Monday:  60:30  A.M.,  the  moment  of 
truth!  The  party  was  over  as  we  scram- 
bled into  our  layers  of  clothing.  Starting 
with  wool  socks  and  boots  we  worked 
upward  into  long  underwear,  coats,  oil- 
skins, rubber  aprons,  bright  bandanas, 
hats,  rubber  gloves  and  finally  cotton 
gloves.  We  waddled  across  the  precari- 
ous plank  to  the  waiting  scow  alongside 
the  Salmo  Point  and  surveyed  the  night's 
harvest.  We  were  greeted  with  tons  of 
kelp  and  more  was  being  unloaded. 

Taking  a  collective  deep  breath  we 
plunged  in.  It  was  our  job  to  inspect  the 
kelp  to  insure  the  quality,  largely  de- 
pendent on  the  thickness  of  the  herring 
spawn,  which  looks  like  cooked  tapioca. 
Naked  sections  of  the  rubbery  seaweed 
had  to  be  trimmed  away  with  sliming 
knives. 

Our  work  sounded  easy  and  actually 
was,  but  after  standing  on  our  feet  for 
14  and  a  half  hours  we  began  to  doubt 


the  part  about  the  "vacation."  Collaps- 
ing into  bed  that  night  was  a  feeling 
difficult  to  describe.  Cool,  clean  sheets 
under  tired  bodies  caressed  us  into  ob- 
livion. Breakfast  came  suddenly  at  7 
o'clock  and  another  long  day  ahead  of 
us.  Now  our  conversations  shifted  from 
self-congratulations  to  the  kelping  proc- 
ess. How  could  we  improve  our  speed? 
How  could  we  cope  with  the  new  set 
of  quality  control  standards  which  the 
Japanese  technician  aboard  was  intro- 
ducing to  the  operation? 

Kelp  rejects  were  weighed  back  to 
the  fishermen,  an  unpopular  procedure. 
The  fishermen  had  worked  extremely 
hard  to  pull  the  kelp  aboard  their  little 
boats  with  heavy  grappling  hooks.  It 
is  back-breaking  work.  But  we  could  not 
accept  sand  in  the  kelp,  nor  small  pieces 
nor  naked  pieces,  and  the  kelp  had  to 
be  of  the  right  varieties. 

There  were  times  when  we  had  to 
return  full  loads  of  kelp  to  a  fisherman 
which  resulted  in  foul  rage  and  loud 
cursing.  Some  rejected  fishermen  then 
tried  to  sell  to  one  of  the  14  other  proc- 
essors in  the  area  whose  standards  were 
perhaps  less  rigid.  We  learned  to  as- 
suage the  wrath  of  the  kelpers  by  kid- 
ding with  them  and  sincerely  trying  to 
help  them  understand  what  we  wanted 
in  the  way  of  a  quality  product.  We  had 
to  explain  that  this  was  a  very  expensive, 
exquisite  food,  a  fact  difficult  for  us  to 
digest. 

One  of  our  fishermen  who  had  been 
bringing  in  bad  kelp  came  ranting  and 
raging  aboard  the  barge.  He  shook  his 
fist  at  the  Japanese  and  kept  insisting 
that  his  was  "No.  1  kelp."  We  soon  had 
him  laughing  instead  of  crying,  and  he 
must  have  gotten  the  message  because 
the  next  day  he  delivered  a  beautifully 
trimmed  egg-laden  load  of  kelp. 

We  called  the  convert  aboard  the 
barge  the  next  day,  sang  "For  He's  a 
Jolly  Good  Kelper,"  and  awarded  him 
a  medal  we  had  made  out  of  a  large 
can  lid  adorned  with  a  graduation  tas- 
sel, carrying  the  words,  "Numbah  1  Kelp 
Picker."  One  of  the  girls  ceremoniously 
hung  his  trophy  on  a  button,  dead-cen- 
ter of  his  jacket,  and  we  took  pictures. 
He  was  still  wearing  it  several  days  later 
and  we  heard  that  he  wore  it  into  Valdez. 

Other  fishermen  learned  to  grade 
their  own  kelp  in  sessions  less  stormy. 
When  it  was  done  properly  we  were  able 
to  just  stuff  the  leaves  into  the  barrels. 
This  shortened  the  waiting  period  for 
the  next  boat  in  line.  That's  when  the 
work  went  fast.  The  kelp  was  put  into 
barrels  or  buckets  with  alternate  layers 
of  coarse  salt.  When  we  finished  pack- 
ing a  tub  we  would  holler,  "Bucket!"  and 
a   man   would  come  and  take  it  away. 


Then  we'd  grab  a  new  bucket  and  an- 
other pail  of  salt  and  repeat  the  process. 

The  boats  were  lined  up  20  deep.  We 
worked  until  midnight  the  first  day  and 
11  p.m.  the  next.  Our  backs  ached  and 
our  feet  were  cold.  Our  wrists  swelled 
from  inflamed  muscles.  It  was  pure  agony 
just  to  put  on  gloves,  hold  a  pencil,  or 
comb  our  hair.  Packing  the  kelp,  though 
not  hard  work,  used  new  muscles  over 
and  over  in  the  same  maneuver. 

But  my  crew  of  liberated  housewives 
proved  they  had  stamina  and  a  priceless 
sense  of  humor.  We  laughed  on  the  job 
and  off  the  job.  We  played  word  games 
while  we  worked,  talked  to  the  fisher- 
men, yelled  insults  at  each  other  and 
made  lots  of  noise.  One  girl  worked 
half  the  morning  with  a  live  crab  on  her 
hat  which  she  didn't  know  was  there. 
I  found  a  kelp  stem  tucked  into  the 
strings  of  my  apron  like  a  donkey's  tail. 

We  all  discovered  strange  creatures 
in  the  kelp — starfish,  sea  urchins,  chi- 
tons, shrimp,  sea  cucumbers,  and  sev- 
eral lost  fishing  knives.  As  the  week 
wore  on  we  became  strong,  full  of  en- 
ergy, and  with  the  soreness  disappear- 
ing. But  alas,  so  was  the  kelp. 

Many  of  the  fishermen  were  quitting 
because  of  the  superior  quality  demand- 
ed by  most  of  the  packers.  Good  kelp 
seemed  harder  to  find  and  even  some 
of  the  packers  decided  to  call  it  quits. 
During  a  temporary  lull  in  the  work,  we 
played  cards,  sun-bathed,  combed  the 
beaches  and  played  the  guitar.  One  of 
the  girls,  a  grandmother,  entertained  us 
by  making  her  first  skin-diving  plunge  in 
a  borrowed  suit.  Another  fished  for  hali- 
but, but  landed  only  bull-heads.  We 
were  also  rather  prone  to  playing  jokes 
on  the  various  members  of  the  crew. 

Our  skipper  took  advantage  of  the 
slack  by  weighing  anchor  and  going  for 
fresh  water,  a  commodity  which  the  15 
people  aboard  had  somehow  managed 
to  reduce  with  alarming  rapidity.  We  lo- 
cated a  lovely  waterfall,  dispatched  the 
skiff  and  a  long  plastic  hose  which  was 
activated  by  a  portable  pump.  The  re- 
plenished water  supply  enabled  us  to 
take  showers  and  wash  clothes. 

During  our  two  weeks  in  Prince  Wil- 
liam Sound,  and  especially  during  the 
lull  in  operations,  we  learned  that  the 
fishing  industry  is  plagued  with  official 
rumors,  none  of  which  have  any  validity 
whatsoever.  The  kelp,  we  were  told, 
was  "fished  out." 

"No,"  we  were  assured,  "it  just  isn't 
ripe  enough." 

The  Department  of  Fish  and  Game 
was  planning  to  close  the  season  early. 

"No,"  said  our  newest  reliable  source, 
"the  season  was  extended." 
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The  Japanese  didn't  want  anymore 
kelp. 

"No,"  said  our  skipper,  "our  quota  has 
been  increased." 

But  the  kelping  did  pick  up.  The  re- 
lentless flow  of  Elephant  Ear  and  Rib- 
bon kelp  kept  us  working  until  we  were 
so  exhausted  we  just  collapsed  into  bed 
when  we  could.  We  slept  soundly  on  our 
45  minute  lunch  breaks. 

Exceptionally  low  tides  made  for  a 
good  kelp  harvest  and  a  delicious  coffee 
break  one  night  of  steamed  butter  clams 
provided  by  a  fisherman.  The  tide  was 
so  low  one  day  that  it  was  possible  to 
walk  along  the  flats  picking  up  the 
stranded  seaweed  which  had  brought  us 
to  Prince  William  Sound. 

The  girls  grew  homesick,  but  then 
we  kept  reminding  ourselves  that  we 
were  making  "overtime"  and  then  we 
would  go  into  gales  of  laughter  with 
tears  and  side-aches  over  some  new 
funny.  It  is  an  amazing  phenomenon  that 
when  people  become  overtired  and  still 
must  carry-on,  a  sort  of  hysteria  reduces 
the  simplest  remark  into  contagious 
laughter.  We  called  ourselves  "The  Big 
5"  and  even  made  up  a  song  which  we 
would  sing  to  the  fishermen  who  wan- 
dered in  all  day  to  see  what  was  new. 

But  we  worked  hard  and  with  un- 
canny consistancy.  We  put  up  almost 
50  tons  of  herring  roe-on-kelp  in  our 
little  operation.  My  crew  was  conscien- 
tious, dependable,  and  punctual.  Various 
men,  hired  to  help  us  haul  buckets, 
lasted  only  a  few  days.  One  by  one  they 
quit  and  would  have  to  be  replaced  by 
a  new  man  from  town. 

Finally  we  went  to  the  skipper  and 
said,  "Cap,  we  don't  want  you  to  hire 
anymore  deadbeats.  We'll  handle  the 
men's  job,  wash  down  the  barge  at  night 
and  cooper  the  buckets." 

Coopering  is  the  process  that  fol- 
lowed eight  hours  of  aging  the  kelp.  It 
involved  adding  enough  of  the  slimy  sea- 
weed to  bring  the  bucket  up  to  64.5 
pounds  and  then  adding  100  per  cent 
brine  solution.  The  last  step  involved 
topping  the  buckets  with  Tupperware- 
type  lids. 

The  skipper  listened  politely,  but  some 
how  the  men  kept  coming — and  going. 
But  we  did  do  some  coopering,  and 
"Cap"  was  heard  to  comment  that  ours 
was  the  fastest  operation  he'd  ever  seen. 

Our  best  pack  was  on  Mother's  Day 
...  5  tons.  That  was  the  day  our  boss 
from  Petersburg  Fisheries  disembarked 
from  one  of  the  many  float  planes  that 
came  and  went,  with  a  cardboard  box 
which  he  said  contained  extra  clothes. 
By  this  time  we  were  complaining  that 
our  skipper  was  holding  us  captive 
aboard  his  pirate  ship.  We  wanted  to  go 


home,  and  the  "extra  clothes"  did  not 
exactly  indicate  our  imminent  departure. 
Imagine  our  delight  when  we  discovered 
that  the  box  contained  two  bottles  of 
champagne  for  "the  Big  5"  in  the  Hen 
House.

So  we  poured  some  beer  into  the 
Champagne  bottle  and  took  it  down  to 
him.  He  took  a  swig  and  said,  "Gee, 
thanks,  girls."  We  scampered  up  the 
ladder  to  await  the  inevitable  reaction 
upon  his  realization  that  he'd  been 
duped.
